! ing through Louisiana in the train one can see 
plenty of little children in the cotton fields drag¬ 
ging their long bags as they pick the cotton, till 
it is time to get home to their tumble-down, un¬ 
painted shacks. There’s sacrifice in a cotton gar¬ 
ment. One can take a "look.see" in Central Amer. 
ica whence we get much of our coffee, if one 
travels on a cargo steamer. One sees thin, frail¬ 
looking Indians passing in line by a platform in 
the warehouse from which great sacks of coffee 
(they told me the weight wa.s 180 pounds; it was 
well over a hundred) were slid onto their backs 
while they kept up their trot to the wharf to fill 
the large net which was then hauled up by the 
winch and lowered Into the steamer’s hold. And 
when the men came on deck their feet were bare 
and the deck was of iron and the sun was hot 
and for myself I was glad to be wearing shoes. 
There’s sacrifice in a cup of coffee. 

S OMETHING similar can be seen in Capetown 
when the stream of natives carrying huge bas¬ 
kets of coal run up an inclined plane by the 
side of your ship, hour after hour reiterating an 
everla-sting monotonous chant as they spill the 
coal into the ship’s bunkers. Or you may see in 
the Red Sea the " Sidi boy,” black as coal, hauled 
up from the stoke hole, overcome by the heat.

On the subject of government and its soaring 
cost, t.ij C-lifornia Taxpayers’ Association gives 
this hard-headed warning; “The post-war world is 
going to have to be run with good, sound com¬ 
mon sense if the depths of a distressing aftermath 
are to be avoided. Anything but the absolute 
essentials for good government should be perma- 
nently out.” 

Since it is perfectly safe to assume that no pro¬ 
gram of drastic economy will overtake federal or 
State government in the very near future, local j 
and district demands must be pared and whittled 
and trimmed everlastingly. 

But as sure as the blood of American ancestors 
flows in our veins, this Nation eventually will 
shuck off the spendthrift philosophy acquired in 
recent profligate years, and turn again to the doc¬ 
trine of disciplined government and public as well 
as private thrift. Homely virtues, perhaps, and 
only dimly remembered, but tliey are the unfailing 
bulwarks of both men and nations in times of 
stress.

According to a recent Gallup poll, one of the 
big questions which most people are asking is; 
Will there be jobs for all of us after the war? 

The man who could an.swer that question with 
absolute assurance does not exist. But there are 
many Indic.ations that post-war indu.stry will have 
jobs for a great number of people who are now 
either in the armed forces or engaged in war 
work. One exmaple is that of the recent survey 
of the California retail field a survey which re¬ 
sulted in an estimate that 200 000 neople could be 
absorbed into this industry when the war is over 
if sales volume is maintained at least on par with 
the 1940 level. 

Although California’s population has increased 
one million in the past four years, we have hardly 
more than 175,000 retail stores as again.st 203,- 
000 in 1940. Thus on the basis of the ratio of 
stores to population in 1940, there appears to be 
room for 60.000 more retail outlets of all kinds, j 
which it is estimated would require 200,000 peo- I 
pie to operate. | 

The increase in population in California has 
thrust upon businessmen a geatcr task in serving 
the needs of the public. The dropping of war re¬ 
strictions on business as soon as they cam be 
dispensed with, together with the speedy recon¬ 
version to peacetime products will aid the expan¬ 
sion of private enterprise to meet the pent-up I
